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This is a decision on petitioner's request filed October 12, 2001 to review the holding of abandonment 
mailed September 5, 2001 for failure to respond to the Office action mailed November 2, 2000. The basis 
for the request is that applicant did not receive an Office action mailed November 2, 2000. In fact, applicant 
surmises that no such Office action was ever issued. 

A review of the application reveals that a decision on a prior petition to withdraw a holding of 
abandonment was mailed to applicant on November 2, 2000 indicating that the holding of abandonment 
made in a Notice of Abandonment mailed June 30, 2000 was being withdrawn. Applicant had provided the 
necessary evidence to show that a reply to an Office action mailed November 9, 1999 had been filed on 
May 5, 2000. The decision of November 2, 2000 stated that upon the mailing of the decision, the 
application would be forwarded to the Examiner for appropriate action. However, the file does not show 
that the examiner has taken any action. 

In view of these facts, the Notice Of Abandonment mailed September 5, 2001 for failure to reply to the 
Office action of November 2, 2000 is in error as no Office action has been issued in response to the 
amendment filed May 5, 2000. The holding of abandonment is hereby withdrawn. Upon the mailing of this 
decision, the application will be forwarded to the Legal Instruments Examiner for entry of the May 5, 2000 
amendment, and thereafter to the Examiner for issuance of an action in response to the amendment.
